Staid, head of the Russian delegation, 
withal! n n Mn ber* of tho committee, wore 
prudent. 
The scheme of mediation wan 
read by M. liourgoois. 
Articles I and 2 are declaratory— 
to the offtx’f that the signatory pow­ 
er*, in order to prevent a recourse to 
form*, have agreed to effect pacific sola- 
tione of difference- and will, except in 
exceptional circumstance**, befon* an ap­ 
peal to force hare recourse to the media- 
tion of (me or more friendly power*. 
Article 8— “Independently of a re­ 
course to such amicable means, the 
signatories deem it ex)icdionr that one 
or more powers not oonoerm*d in the 
bon filet should offer, of its or their own 
initiative and, so far as circumstance-' 
will permit, its cr their good offices of 
rn. diet ion to the state* at variance.
